Industries are -being forced 
to close for the lack ot fuel. Street 
lights and electric signs are being 
turned out to save coal. The Fuel Ad- 
ministration is urging every possible 
economy to meet the abnormal de- 
mantt for coal. 


"The coal miner is being looked to 


to do his bit to keep .the factories 
and railroads in' operation and the 
households and public 
institutions 


warm. 


''In normal times it has been the. 


custom to lay the nrine idle during the 
week of^phristmaa holidays because 
the market for fuej couJd be met 
without working during this period, 
but this year conditions have changed, 
ifotive power of railroads has prac- 
tically hmken down. Insufficient car 
supply mtikes it necessary that every 
empty car be. loaded as quickly as 
possible.

'."Speaking of teachers, I have one in 
ihind we met In Chester county in the 
summer. Hers is a heart history. Let 
me tell it quite briefly.
